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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the response, Applicants traverse the 1 1 2, first 
paragraph rejection. The response asserts that both in RA families and sporadic RA families, only patients having RA carry the nt805 
homozygous mutation. Applicant's arguments are not persuasive because the nt805 mutation is present in both healthy and RA patients 
and thus does not appear to be predictive of the onset or possibility of onset of rheumatoid arthritis. Further, it is noted that only one 
person with familial RA was shown to be nt805 homozygous, statistically this could be an anomaly. A single occurrence of a mutation in a 
population is rarely thought to be indicative or causative of a phenotype, as discussed in the enablement rejection of record, until the 
finding can be confirmed, which has not. The response further states that the combination of the familial and sporadic data suggest that 
rheumatoid arthritis patients "tend" to be nt805(del3)hetero relative to healthy controls; however, as previously stated in the final rejection, 
there is no statistical correlation taught, and the data presented in the specification clearly suggests that there are differences between the 
occurrence of the sequence of SEQ ID NO 1 in sporadic and familial rheumatoid arthritis patients. Thus, the recited genotypes are not 
predictably associated with the genus of rheumatoid arthritis, and therefore the specification is not enabling for the broadly claimed 
methods of evaluating any type of rheumatoid arthritis by detecting SEQ ID NO 1 ( nt805 of the response). The rejections of record are 
thus maintained 
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
